Among the Probabilities in the Pe- 
lice Department. 


Gov. Crittenden Not at All Averge 
to @ Char ge. 


The Score Against McDonough Too Long 
to Be Wiped Out. 


Governor Crittenden, on his two recent vis- 
its to St. Louis, during the street ratlroad 
strike and in attending the Southern Hotel 
opening, took occasion toinform himself re- 
garding the Police Department. He said to 
more than one citizen with whom he conversed 
that his views had changed considerable in 
that direction. With the present Organization 
ofthe Board of Commissioners he expressed 
himself entirely satisfied and declared his 
belief that the force would shortly reach a de- 
gree of efliciency not known for some years 
past. It was not his purpose, he intimated, to 
interfere in any way with the Commissioners, 
but to leave them unhampered by obligations 
and perfectly free to make such changes as 


they deemed ee for the good of the de- 
partment. The Governor conveyed th:s im- 
pression to those who conversed 
with him on police matters, and was 
even plainer in his conversation with the Com- 
missioners. 

Underthe peculiar circumstances this defi- 
nition of his position by Governor Crittenden 
meant inuch. He used generalities, but he 
said in effect, ‘‘Gentlemen, you are at liberty 
to make 

ANEW CHIEF OF POLICE 
whenever vou think the proper time bas 
come, and need not fee] under any obiigation 
toward me toretain Captain McDonough.’”’ 

There have been several periods since the 
present Chief got back into his big arm chair 
by a corrupt bargain with certain elements 
and influences when his tenure of oftice bade 
fairto be abbreviated, but never when the 
prospects of retirement were stronger than 
they are now. On his reappointment to the 
command of the torce he gave the controlling 
power in the Board a written resignation, with 
the date left blank, and it was well un- 
derstood that he was to be simply 
a figurehead, while the Department in

| general policy and in detail was to be run from 
| the other side of the hall. The Armstrong 
| Board had several spasms of reform and fully 
| deteimined to shake ofithe old man a dozen 
different times. Finney Was always ready for 
au new chief, but when Armstrong was ready to 
vote Moffett would fly the track and vice versa. 
So it happened that Armstrong and his asso- 
ciates went Out with all the : 
ODIUM AND SUSPICION 
of a badly managed department attaching to 
them instead of tothe executive head. The 
present Commissioners have permitted the 
(Chief to draw his salary, but he has been a 
nonenity. The only member from whom he 
has had any reeognition has been Vice Presi- 
dent Cupples. That gentleman having ~ his 
private business to attengto has desired that 
McDonough should fulfil someof the duties 
which belong to the position of Chief. He 
has deferred to McDonough’s judgment 
and has intrusted him with various matters 
only to find things going wrong everyt ime,and 
the other Commissioners disgusted over. the 
blunders. Indeed -trere Tas hardly been an 
opinion or i decision from Me- 
Donough which has not led = to 
trouble in the Board and necessitated undo- 
ing. Wbat former Commissioners have 
learned totheir sorrow, Messrs. Simmons, Kin- 
kead, Maxon,and Cupplesare finding ont, that 
the old Chief is not to be relied upon tor the or- 
dinary routine of the department, let alone an 
cmeorgersy. By his jealousies.and misrepre- 
sentations he inakes himself worse than an in- 
cubus. Atter abundant expericnce, the Com- 
| intssioners are ceusingto take his word as well 
as his judgment, both proving about equally 
} unreliable. Within a recent period he 
' has been caught concealing information which 
ought to have gone before the Board. 

The case of ex-Detective Page was one of 
several iliustrations the Commissioners have 
had of how they wera likely to be misled if 
they reposed confidence in MeDonoagh’s 
statements. They were given rose-colored 
views of Page’s efticien.y, and were told his 
discharge by a former Board was the result of 
political pressure. The Vice-President was 
induced to give VPage special work; the 
idea being to yet him into the 
departiwent by degrees. What was the 
surprise of the Commissioners to read in both 
the momning papers that they had reinstated 
Page? This announcement was incorporated 
in the oflicial proceedings, and accompanied 
by puffs forthe ex-detective. The latter has 
his good points but has been a little free with 
histongue. He has bcen heard to boast that 
he had the power to do pretty much anything 
he Eeeice with McDonough, andthe Aevices 
which the Chief adopted to get his favorite 
back on the force gave strong color toit. 

During the brief period that remains for the 
Chief to wear the shield he is making himself 

AS DISAGREEABLE AS POSSIBLE 

to all who come in contact with him. Visiting 
police officials of other cities have been openiy 
insulted; his subordinates have Jearned to 
shun his presence as much asis possible. He 
knows »v.ext to nothing of whatis going on in 
the department, and he stavs where ne is oaly 
till the Commissionersican decide on the proper 
man for his successor. 

That the Governor would be entirely willing 
to see a change inthe executive head of the 
Police Department those who have seen him 
during his recent visits here huve no douvpt. 
Itiseven said his position is stronger und 
thatat heart he would very much like to see 
some other man Chief of Poliee. The 
truth is Governor Crittenden was very 
friendly toward McDonough hist winter and 
wanifested his friendship by saving a good 


> word for the Chiet to the new Commisstoners. 


Since then he has been in receipt of letters 
inaking statements which he informed ua gen- 
theman of this city shocked him aywood deal, 
ut the same time that they opened his eyes to 
somne things he had not previously understood. 
Indeed the Governor wus led by these [4tters 
to believe he had caused some people better 
posted than he to laugh in their sleeves at bim 
and with good cause. 

With the reorganization of the department 
there is likely to be , 

A CHANGE OF POLICY 

which the public willaupprove of. About the 
onlv idea of public business which MeDon- 
ough’s wavering intellect bas reiained with 
any strength for along time bas been that of 
secrecy. Declaring his contemptior **the d—-d 
newspapers’’ it has been his policy to hide 
everything he could, whether it was 
criminal or civil in character. 
Certain Police Commissioners in 
past vears, who nad the bib 
lical reason for loving darkness, co oper 
ated with the Chief in his pettheory. The re 
suit has been the growth of customs widely at 
variance with forms which are popular in this 
eountry. It is the design to change allthis 
and et the people have the fullest 
possible light as to the management 
ot the Police Department. Mayor Ewing, it 
is said, is very favorable to this. 
He bas on several occasions express’ his 
opinion that the truusaction of public bnsiness 
behind closed doors was not necessary and not 
wise. When he afsumed the duties of his 
officé he said to a FOsT- DisvaTCH reporter who 
asked about bis policy that one teing he 
favored was the abulition of secret and execu- 
tive sessions of the varions boards so far as 
was possible, and he hoped to have public 


reporters. In pursuance of his intention*the 
Mayor bas brought a radical change in sessions 
ofthe Boardof Health.

Audran’s New Opera, *‘La Mascot’’— 
A-Church that Draws Well.

3O0STON, May 11, 1881.—I went tothe Mu- 
seum last Saturdayafternoon to see the new 
comic opera, *The Mascot,’’ as given by the 
dirsysou-Noreross Company. [tis a briggt, gay 
little thing, full of good hits and pleasing 
meélodies, and, as is always the case at the 
Muscum, was splendidly set. Mrs. Helen FE. 
Ii. Carter, the prima donna of the company, 
1s one of the best little actresses and singers 
ihat bas taken the boards in light opera for a 
tong While past. Sne is a Boston lady who 
has been well known in musical circles and as 
a corcert singer for several vears past, but 
she seems to have found her particular voca- 
tion in the line of business which she has 
recently taken up. With a strong, fine, clear 
voice, a petite figure, dashing manners and 
pretty face, she is bound to succeed. 

it is amusing, by the way, When one goes 
to one ef these modern musical plays now-:- 
duvys to pick out the members of the company 
whom one has previously known in other 
walks of life. In this Mascot Company I 
recognized two old acqtaintances. One 
young lacus, Whose real name appeared on the 
prozramime as one of the half-dozen pages 
tothe King, [used to meet in dancing and 

nusicul society, and I remember her as 
characterized especially, by the care she took 
of her curls and the slimness and length of her 
Waist.

[ think the “*Pinafore” rage is responsibte 
forthe remarkable accessions of the most 
irresponsibly respectable young musical peo- 
ple orthe present day to the light oper 
ranks. It Was altogether “tthe thine’ t> sing 
in **Pinafore,”’ and nobody thought of hesi- 
tating an instantif the opportunity opened, 
dozens of companies being made up of young 
people who had never dreamed of stich a 
thing as **going on the stage,” and who gave 
performances at home first.and then resoived 
ontraveling asmall circuit. When ‘*Pina- 
fore?’ went out and other operas came in,these 
young people, having had a taste of the ex- 
citements of the life and tinding it not so 
dreadfully awful afterall, took up the new 
pieces or joined larger companies. and 
sO it is that, at the present 
dav, We have a vastly different class of com- 
panies on the road than were those of three 
eriour veurs ago. 

During the performance last Saturday 
afternocn there wes something of a panic. 
Some slight burning of. paper or wood or 
sceipethipg out of. order about the furnace 
exttsed a slight odor of smoke to come up 
through the ventilator on that side of the 
theater furthest removed from the en- 
trunces, Which, by the wav, are now very 
miumerous and broad and entirely easy of ac- 
cess at the Museum, so that no real danger 
could possibly ovcur. But some people do 
love tobe half frightened to death at noth- 
ing, and so, as a few noses sniffed the tirst 
suspicion of smoke, that side of the house 
rose in a body, with such remarkable alacrity 
as tobe quite startling. (Ars. Carter and 
Mr. Crane were, at the time, on the stage,ani 
engaged in dialogue, but the sudden excite- 
iment in the audience overpowere.l 
their voices and they ceased to speak. For 
about a moment there was danger ofa panic. 
A great number of people rushed out, and 
nearly the Whole house rose: but a few level- 
beaded people shouted “Sit down!’’ “For 
shame!’’? and ‘*Keep cool!’’? The orchestra 
struck up and Mrs. Carter and Mr. Crane 
broke into one of cheir gayest, jolliest songs, 
and went tripping about the stage. But 
though partially quieted, that audienee was 
tie most uneasy set of people I ever saw. The 
stage Manager came out on the stage and the 
treasurer came into the rear of the auditor- 
ium, and they took turns in explaining to the 
indies that nothing was the matter at all. For 
about ten minutes there was a regular buz 
und bum of voices, everybody talking at once, 
and many going out, and for the next quarter 
of an hour ladies went out who had 
sensibly waited until the excitement was 
over, but who still didn’t feel good and 
thought it advisable to go shopping. But al- 
together the matter passed off quietly enough, 
whereas with a different audience and ina 
cifferenut theater there might have beena 
dlapgerous panic. 

This week **Edgewood Folks” is the at- 
traction at the Museum, with So) Smith Rua- 
sel forthe main attraction, and the plav is so 
popular that it is tobe continued throuch 
next week as well.

os, is running atthe Gaiety. At the Boston

The Tunisian Army. 
Special Cor. Chicago Tiines. 

Travelers who have visited Tunis some- 
times estimate at about ten thousand men 
the regular army kept up by the Bey, and at 
twenty-five thousand, the nomads, etc., com- 
prised in what is called the regulararmy. A 
Russian, Prince Lubomirski, Who syent some 
time in Tunis recently, says on this subject 
thatthe regular army is composed of body- 
guards of one thousand men, pretty well 
equipped, and paid semi-occasionally, and of 
two thousand or three thousand soldiers,bad- 
ly fed, badly clothed, who, under the name of 
Tunisian Guard, serve as garrison to the for- 
tified cities. Adding to these two thous- 
undor three thousand soldiers, about six 
bundred *‘zupties’’ (gendarmes}, the elegant 
troupe of the country, and who are entrusted 
with the care of the public security, we 
have a total of less than five thousand sol- 
diers, Which is - the highest figure 
that the Tunisian armv can pretend 
to claim. It is true that these tive 
thousand men are commanded by more than 
one thousand officers and one hundred gen- 
erals, Without counting admirals. All these 
officers are serviters of the Bey and of the min- 
isters,who, after having obtained the honorary 
grade of lieutenant, captain, or colonel, take 
their honors seriousiy, and believe themselves 
quite competent to command the messes. If 
you take into consideration that both sol- 
diers and officers seek for their-daily bread 
whenever they can find it, that they are 
neither fed, lodged, nor paid by the Govern- 
ment, one can easily comprehend that Tunis 
is nota military power, strictly speaking. On 
the other hand, the nomadic Arabs are all of 
them, if not warriors, at least bAndits: scorn- 
ing death, brave and venturesome, they de- 
spise the authority of the Bey, and serve to 
render communication with the interior of 
kingdom almost impracticable. Incapable of 
subjecting themselves to discipline, and con- 
sequently, of measuring themselves with a 
regular army, they are an embarrassment to 
the Government rather than an assistince. 
The field artillery is more than insiznificant; 
some cannon adorn the embrasures of the 
Walis of Tunis and the maritime fortresses, in 
order, doubtless, tofrighten the waves, the 
sloops, and theseaguils. The navy of Bar- 
bary, formerly so formidable, to-day exists 
scarceiy in name. That is to say, it has 
plenty of admirals snd a minister of the 
navy, but not a single vessel. 


Killed by a Catapult.

elizabeth Power, known to circus-zoers as 
Elizabeth Davene. died in the New York

Washington red ppt with whatever 
they may be charged, generally like to put 
things in the best shape before the public 
that facts will warrant. The country seldom 
knows half how ragged and knotty is the 
wrongside of the gold-embroidered tapes- 
trv of official life. There is one fam- 
ily in my mind’s eye of whom it is pleasant 
to record that only praise ismeet. M :ch will 
be said of them in print just now, for they 
are soon to leave us, and the best that will be 
said is justly their due. Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton on Saturday received and accepted from 
his Government the embassy to St, Peters- 
burg. Since February, 1868, he has been en- 
voy extraordiuary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary to this country, and from his antecedent 
date of service he ranks as dean of the diplo- 
matic corps. His new appointment is a pro- 
motion: it makes bim an sambussador, a 
rank which no foreign minister to this coun- 
try enjoys on the roster of his home govern- 
ment. Much earlier in his life he was an 
attache of legation here, and as a voung man 
he was fond of good horses and athletic 
sports. Now heis waite-baired and white- 
bearded, with grown up son and daughters, 
hut athletic still. In looks he is not unlike 
ex-Senator Kernan, though he has a stronger 
face. He wears his beard entirely around its 
lower half, as Mr. Kernan does, and like him 
is tall and elegant in figure. Lady Thornton, 
who was an Episcopal minister’s dauchter, 
born, [amtold,in the Island of Barbadoes, 
is also talland slender, and her fair brown 
hair, still abundant, is brushed plainly back 
from a face refined and interesting. The daugh- 
ters, Mary and Frances, entered society 
together two seasons ago, returning first to 
Kurope with their parents, the year of the 
Paris exposition,to be presented at the court 
of their sovereign. They have annualiv gone 
to the Canadian court, also, since the Princess 
Louise came to preside, and participated in 
the festivitées of the season there. EKdward 
Thornton, Jr.. within the last vear came 
from his studies at England to be on the 
suite of his distinguished father. Sir Ed- 
ward and Lady Thornton are each of posi- 
tive and marked excellence of character. 
Their life here has been one of gentle 
graciousness, of ready participation in cbar- 
italle enterprises, and of sueh steadfast 
and wise impartiality toward the large and 
somewhat mercurial diplomatic circle, em- 
hracing many conflicting interests, that it has 
presented a harmonious and equable surface 
to the outside world. The spacious residence 
built by the British Government for its legus 
tion. and located on Connecticut avenue, Was 
finished and thrown open during our Centen- 
nial vear. Sir Edward and Lady Thornton 
gave niarge and clegant reception to com- 
nemorute the event, and have viven three 
others of similar character since then, one of 
Which was in hovor of the visit to the Em- 
peror and k-mpress of Brazil. The Brazilian 
minister und his wife were then in mourning 
forthe recent death of the latter’s mother, 
and could not give a party to their sov- 
ere'gn: but thev felt this ecourtesv = so 
profoundly that on the coming out of the 
Misses Thornton they gave for tuem in return 
amagniticent party, which was the opening 
of our gav season two years ago. Since the 
deLut of their daughters, Sir E-iward and 
Ladv Thornton have given but one of these 
elaborate and extensive official purties, but 
frequent dancing partiés embracing mainly 
the vounger members of the best Washington 
society. Also, each Thursday evening during 
the season Lady Thornton bas been ‘at 
home’”* toaselect circle of guests, where 
dancing forthe young has hcen a feature of 
the evening: and these “tat homes’? 
have been SO recherche, so de- 
lichtful, that the enfree to them has come 
to be a touchstone of one’s social import- 
ance.

When any charitable enterprise is 
on foot the bounty of Sir Edward and his 
wife has shamed that of our own resident of- 
ficials. Ata ‘*pound party’? for the poor, 
viven at the Riggs House a-year ago last win- 
ter, [remember that his contribution was 
tive pounds of silver dollars. At the char- 
itv ball the night of lest Easter Monday, La- 
courteously received the 
euests, her husband eseorting her, and her 
daughters mingling in the dance.

[fis Holiness Pope Leo XIIL. appears to be 
a decidely cnigmatical personage, if We “ay 
trust the account given by him by the Roman 
correspondent of the Cologne Gazette. The 
most striking fact shout him so far appears 
to be the siicht extent to which his character 
Is known either by the faithful at large or ly 
the inmates of the Vatican. Every one knew 
how Pius 1X. lived; his hours were all allot- 
ted beforehand, andthe same duties always 
performed atthe same moment. Thereisa 
total want of this regularity inbis successor. 
Iie keeps late hours, and has sometimes been 
found by bis servants at his desk in the early 
moming, hulf dazed after writing through the 
bight. He has ali bis meals served to him in 
the yreatest privacy, is much more sparing 
of audiences than was Pius, and even his 
State Secretary and the Cardinals can only 
see him at irregular intervals. The 
creat innovation he has made 
has been his partial supersession of 
the above-mentioned oficial, who under 
Pius- IX. practicnal$ administered the affairs 
ofthe Papacy. He has set on foot achan-, 
cellery of his own, consisting of three private 
secretaries, and conducts his affairs with 
their aid and quite independent of the State 
Secretary, and often over hds head. It not 
unfrequently happens that orders go down 
tothe bishoprics from*the State Secretary, 
and are carteelled in a day or two by different 
orders from the Pope, or the Secretary 
brings papers to his Holiness and tells him 
that be has settled. a particular matter tn 
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such a way, merely in order tobe told that 
the Popé himself had already settled it in 
quite a different way. One thing is clear, 
that Leo XIII. means to be master in his own 
house: but the exact aim and tendency of 
his poy is byno means equally evident. 
But Leo comes from the country of the Cloc- 
cari, and itis believed in [taly that a man 
from that district is commonly rather deep— 
anotion which appears also tobe strongly 
entertained by the correspondent.

NIHILIST PRINTERS. 


A Descent in Force on a Revolutionary 
Printing Office. 
From the International Review. 

On the 80th (18th) of January, 1880, the 
police descended in force, assisted by a party 
of gendarmes, on the revolutionary printing 
Office itself, after having first, by long and 
patient spving and ferreting, ascertained be- 
yond the possibility of «a mistake that it was 
orgunizedin aprivate lodgings kept by one 
of those fictitious couples who form so con- 
spicuous a feature of these strange times. 
The scene which ensued must bave been 
chuotic; forit is a hopeless task to try and 
elicit anvthing like a consistent, orderly nar- 
rative from the mass of fragmentary, indi- 
vividual evidence given by the different ac- 
tors. Their statements are not contradictory, 
only vague and confused; like those of men 
who uave been engaged in action too ex- 
citing and too rapid to be able to account for 
it minutely in. cold blood, @pres coup. So 
much is certain: the door Was not opened in 
obedience to repeated summons, and had to 
be broken open: the police, when they at 
leneth forced their way into the premises, 
were confronted by utter darkness, silence 
and clicking revolvers: a violent blind scuf- 
fle ensued, in which about sixtv shots were 
exchanged, without serious results on ace 
count of the darkness. At last there was a 
cry, **We surrender!” ‘How many are vou?” 
was asked. ‘*Five!”? answered a female 
voice. Another was heard in angry remon- 
strance: “Cowards! was it not agreed that 
we were all to figbtit out? And now you 
skulk behind and leavg us women in front. *’ 
In another moment, afd after some strug¢- 
sling onthe part of the men, four persons, 
two of thein Women, were secured and bound, 
while six revolvers were picked up froin the 
hoor. 

One of the police officers, advancing into 
the other rooms to look for his tifth prisoner, 
was greeted on the threshold of the furthest 
one by a double report, and when a lamp was 
at length brought (it must be remembered 
that our private houses are not lit With gas) 
he beheld a ghast!v sight: aman lying deac 
upon a matiress on the floor, shot through 
the head—evidently an act of suicide, com- 
mitted asa resource against surrender. Both 
balls, from two shots tired in immediate suc- 
cession, hadentered the right tempie through 
the same opening almost simultaneously, leav- 
ing a black and carbonized edze around the 
wound, but had issued from the skull, after 
traversing the brainintwo different places, 
through an opening just above the left ear, and 
another in the crown of the head. 

When the prisoners bad been disposed of, 
and the search could begin without further 
disturbance, the tirst thing that was aiscov- 
ered, thrown into the corner of the room 
where the dead’ man lay, and wrapped in 
some old matting, wasthe identical auger 
which had been used for boring purposes in 
the Moscow Railway mine. The@est of the 
booty made up a most formidable inventory: 
a printing press in perfect working order; 
25 pouds (1,000 pounds) of type, 4,000 copies 
of the Narodnaya Volia, heaps of forged 
epee sgh blanks, certificates of 
different kinds, etc.—together with every- 
thing necessary for the fabrication’ of 
these documents, some dvnamite of course, 
two pamphlets on the preparation of the sub- 
stance, several plans illustrating: the process 
of blowing up a rapidly advancing train, and 
many other things, besides the six revolvers 
and three daggers. This was certainly suffi- 
cicnt to justify the accusation in atlirming 
that *“‘these lodgings contained, beside the 
secret printing office, the central agency for 
the manufacturing of false papers and sup- 
piving therewith all persons for whom it be- 
came necessary to assume an ‘illegal’ position, 
as well as a laboratory for the preparation of 
d\iamite and other explosive substances.’”? 


The Poison of Human Saliva; 
Froin the Chicago Times. 


A special report on the poisonous effects 
of human saliva, when introduced into the 
blood of inferior animals, has been made to 
the National Board of Health by Dr. George 
M. Sternberg, Surgeon of the United States 
Army. He gives results of experiments 
performed by himself on rabbits. He found 
that small doses of his own saliva injected 
into the subcutaneous tissue of a rabbit infale 
libly produced death within forty-eight 
hours. In cther experiments he used saliva 
from the mouths of other persons. In the 
case of a physician, whose saliva showed ex- 
ceptional virulence, the teeth were sound, 
the secretions of the mouth normal in phys- 
ical proportions and reaction, and the ¢eneral 
health good. There was perhaps an unu- 
-ual flow of saliva, but there was no other 
ncoticeable peculiarity. The doctor had been 
eneaged, bowever, for two vears previous in 
studies which brougbt him in 
contact with septic material An- 
Other phvsician, whose _ saliva killed 
two rabbits, was pathologist to a large 
hospital, and was constantly brought in con- 
tact With septic material. ‘lwo citizens, whose 
saliva killed allthe rabbits operated upon, 
were residents of seaport towns in Cuba. The 
doctor adds in « note in relation to this point 
that the possibility that this septie condition 
of the secretions of the mouth may bear some 
relation to the protection which he and the 
Cubans enjoyed against yellow fever,a disease 
presenting Ineny points of resemblance to 
septicacmi, occurred to him, and he 
thought it worthy of further experimental 
consideration. 

In answer to the question as to what con-

Hie found that the micrococcns present in the 
seruni from the connective tissue of a rabbit, 
Which had succumbed to a subcutaneous in- 
jecuion of saliva, could be cultivated in bouil- 
lon made from the flesh of a healthy rabbit, 
Orin blood from serum obtained from a 
healthy doz, and these fluids thereby would 
acquire a virulence which they did not have 
before,

The cable yesterday made the important 
“pnouncement that the Prussian Electric 
lailway, from Berlin to Lichterfeld, was 


| opened on the 12thin the presence of num- 


erous scientists and officials, and was *‘« 
perfe:t success.’? More than a year ago, 
whenthe plan ofits projector, Dr. Werner 
Siemens, of Berlin, was published we antici- 
pated this triumph in the application of 
electricity as arailway motor. In his plan 
the rvils are insulated from the earth by 
woocen slecpers and are in_ electrical 
connection with a dynamo-electrie ma- 
chine worked by steam power at 
a station. A magneto-electric machine

No other man of our day spends so much 
time with his hair brush as Senator Roscoe 
Conkling. But heis not only the greatest 
hair and beard brusher of our time, he is 
also the greatest wile-scraper. No other 
public man has had as many political quarrels 
as he has. No other public man has pushed 
political differences tothe point of perma- 
nent hostility toward so itanv men as he has. 
As a rule in Americaijmoderately pleasant 
personal relations exist even between polit- 
ical opponents. But there are quite « num- 
ber of prominent men with whom Conkling 
never exchanges a word, solely in conse- 
quence of political differences. Because 
Carl Schurz several times pressed him very 
close in the Senate, without in the least of- 
fending his personal honor, Conkling has not 
recognized him for years. Because Gar- 
ficld, shortly after his nomination to the 
Presidency, ventured to take a ride with 
Seburz in Weshington, Conkling declined 
to support the candidacy of Garfield for 
montks. There is also a considerable numb =r 
of members of the present Senate whom h: 
never speaks to, because they have had ocea- 
sion to defend themselves from his insolence 
in wars of words. He never salutes them, 
and at unavoidable meetings at the Capital 
hestows on them only a lofty grin. ‘Towards 
Democratic Senators who fawn upon him 
personaliy, he is all goodness and mercy, 
though they be dved-in-the-wool reactions- 
ries and Copperheaus, like ex-Senator Eaton, 
of Connecticut. Onthe other hand, with the 
distinguished Senator Bayard, of Delaware, 
and with Senator Lamar, of Mississippi, one 
of the finest cavaliers of the South, he never 
exchanges a syllable, and refuses them even a 
salutation. Scver.] Republican Senators are 
treated no better, among them Sherman, 
Hoar, and even the exceedingly harmless 
Purnside. The latter, indeed, is guilty of 
the crime of throwing into the shade, bv 
means of his splendid side whiskers, even the 
carefully cultured beard of the Apoilc of 
New York. To Blaine, the present Secretary 
of State, Conkling has not spoken for fifteen 
years. It is because, when both were mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, Blaine, 
irritated by Conkling’s dogmatic and pomp- 
ous manner, compared him to a strutting pea- 
cock,

The present unwholesome condition of the 
White House, which has resulted in the ill- 
ness of Mrs. Garfield, is a significant com- 
mentary on our national o»stinate indiffer- 
ence to all sanitary matters.

It is quite in keeping with 
the usual American methods of procedure 
that large sums should be spent every year 
crtwoin refurnishing the house which we 
provide for our Chief Magistrate, or in the 
purchase of lace curtains, china, etc., of va- 
rious degrees of cost or ucliness, while poi- 
sonous drains or swamps are left untouched 
to belch forth their foul breath into the air, 
aithouch the outiay of a comparatively small 
sum would suttice to make them innocuous. 
The Potomac flats have been in such a con- 
dition for several years during each sue- 
ceeding summer season that the flient of the 
Presidents’ families to the Soldiers’ Home 
or some other place has been literally a ne- 
cessity of life and death.

The Senators Surprised.

A Strike Inaugurated To-Day— 
Meeting at Stolle’s Hall. 


What the Men Want—The Bosses’ Side 
of the Question, 


In accordance with the purpose reached at 
the Saturday night’s meeting a general strike 
of the boiler makers in this city occurred this 
morning. Shortly atter 9 o’clock the strikers 
began to gather at Stolle’s Hall, and when a¢ 
10 o'clock William Stanton called the meeting 
to order alarge number of men from ali the 
shops were in attendance. James Coreoran, 
from Rohan Bros’. shops, was Selected as Pres- 
ident, and Chas. Breslin, from Joln O'Brien's 
shop, was chosen 4s Secretary. 

William Stanton, from John O' Brien’s shop, 
was then made Vice-President; John F. Moore 
from Western Iron Boat Yard, Assistant se- 
retary; Frank Creamer, Sergeant-at-Arimna; 
Timothy O’Brien, Assistant Sefyeant-at-Arins, 
and Michael Khicham Treasu 4 

The President briefly addressed the meeting. 
They hud been forced into the strike. They 
had nodesire to may any public demonstra- 
tion to arouse sympathy. Every thing will be 
quiet and kept to themselves. He hoped that 
ull the men would tind work as s00n as pos. 
sible. But the prospect is that the strike will 
be along one. The boiler makers in St. Louis 
are forty years behind the times, not for lack 
of ability, butfromthe treatment they receive. 

Mr. Stanton reported trom John O'Brien's 
shop. He said that the men were offered an 
advance after the present contracts were 
filled. They would not accept the offer and 
quit work. John Reddington, a man from 
Charles O' Brien’s shop, spoke next. The shop 
ix paying $3, but the men would stick to the 
craft and not raise a baminer untilthe rest of 
the strikers get their demands. 

severalmen thought that Chas. O'Brien’s 
men oughtto go buck to work atonce. Atong 
and heated discussion then ensued. Many 
propositions forthe solution of present ditii- 
culties were advocated, but none secured a 
following sufticient to make it effective. Som 
thought that no man should goto work until 
every shop made the 20 per cent advance; 
others thought a compromise on !l0 per cent 
ought to be effected. Some proposed a com 
mittee of arbitration, but to none of these pro- 
positions could the consent of tue meeting be 
secured. At 12:15 the men resolved themselves 
into a committee ot the whole and held a pri 
vate session forthe discussion of plans. At 2 
p.m. they re-assembled to act upon these 
plans, 

THE MASTERS SIDE. 

A P.-D. reporter caiied upon Joseph Wang- 
ler at his office, and that gentleman said:

As every body knows, Kentucky has been 
celebrated for her horses since she has been 
counted among the States of the Union, but 
the Louisville Jockey Club is an organiza- 
tion of only seven years standing, having 
ncen formed by the younger element of Louis- 
ville society in 18/4. It is the 
ievitimate suecessor of the Greenland, Wood- 
iawn and Oakland Associations. Yet, but 
fow of its members were ever connected with 
either of those clubs. President Clark and the 
eentiemen Who organized the Louisville Club 
tirst only intended — a 8 
private track on which members 
would ride and drive in friendly contests. 
This idea Was broadened until the club as 
now stands launched forth with its maiden 
programme; it atonce took a prominent po- 
sition, and Was soon the leading organization 
of the country: the winners ofits stakes were 
more Valuable because’ they had won 
at Louisville, for it early became known that 
the best bred and the fastest colts and fillies 
in the country contested at the Louisville 
eames. The winner of the Derby, whether 
hefore known to fame or not, at once is Worth: 
thousands of dollars, and generally goes into 
the hands of some Eastern purchaser within 
4 few days after the race. 

The Derby, the Oaks and the Cup inthe 
spring, the St. Leger and the Kentucky 
stallion stake in the tad], are the great events 
of the vearin the racing world: but it is the 
spring meeting which attracts most attention, 
is from the races at Louisville the line is 
drawn on the great horses of the vear.

PIRATE KIDD’S TREASURE. 
New Jersey Idiots Who Claim to Have 
Found His Ship. 

From the New York Sun. 

A whale, several porpoises, seals and num- 
berless sharks have been captured in the 
waters of the Raritan within the last tive vears. 
‘Khe river’s latest Curiosity is not of a piscatory 
nature, however. .Itis allegedto be nothing 
lessthan one of the sunken treasure vessels of 
the piratical Capt. Kidd. The small party of 
treasure seekers that went in a rowboat, 
directed by Capt. William Mvers, down the 
serpentine course of the Raritan yesterday 
afternoon, Were told that the wreck of the 
vesscl Was three miles from New Brunswick, 
at the mouth of Walker’s Creek, atributary of 
the Raritan. Thitber the argonauts glided, 

“Well,?? said Capt. Mvyers,’?’ my impres- 
sion is that that wreck is nothing but a canal 
boat washed in the creek bya freshet nigh 
onto twenty yearazo. ’ThoughI don’t say 
as it mightn’t be Capt. Kidd’s boat, seeing as 


how he used to ccme up the Raritan when he. 


was pirateering around; leastwise, so the 
book I read about him says.”’ 

As the Captain concluded, the boat passed 
a lonely, tree-skirted hollow on the right. 

“That,” said the Captain, noticing the in- 
quiring eves of the party, “is Fox’s Gully, 
where Fox killed Henry by cutting his throat. 
li happened two vears ago. He was swung 
jovi. He was a mighty pooty chap, and she 
vyuis was all mashed on him. Thev’ad fetch 
him fiowers and cakes, and all that sort o’ 
thine when he was in jail.” 

The boat clided on in sunlit silence for a 
few moments, The Captain then spoke 
uguin. 

‘See that hill there full o’ trees and bushes? 
Well, there’s four women, 4 man, a cat, anda 
dog buried up there. Thev all beiong to the 
Evans family. They were a queer iot 0’ peo- 
ple, it’s said. Lots o° folks come here in the 
summer and look at the graves and cut their 
names all overthe trees. Every tree uround 
them graves is full 0’ names.” 

A laige aperture Was noticed in the rocks 
about two miles from New Brunswick, on the 
left-handside of the river. It inspired the 


| Captain to speak again. 


“That,” he said, *‘is a cave dug by the In- 
juns. Tremembers when I was alittle chap 
a-seeln’ them going in and out of it. They 
cut figgers and names all over the rocks in- 
side. Right over there, a quarter mile below 
it, |] helped to bury two little boys that was 
drownded four years ago. We found ’em 
in the river, and nobody ever knowea who 
they belonged to. One was 10 and the other 
*houtd2 years old. And right back of there 
out a mile,’ continued the Captain, the 
spirit of narration growing stronger upon 
hima, *‘there’s a big black water snake that 
comes regularly to be fed by a lady every 
day.” 

The Captain here shouted to a man on 
shore who, he said, was Mr. Callard, the man 
who is reported to have found recently sev- 
cral old Spanish coins near the old wreck. 
The party landed. Mr. Callard was sitting on 
a stump placidly viewing the landscape. When 
he arose to greet his visitors an unsteadiness 
was noticed in his gait. It communicated it- 
self soon to his voice. He was apparently en- 
joving the effects of hard cider, of which he 
had a great quantity in his celiar. In answer 
to questions he saidit was teue that there was 
an wrecked vesselin Walker’s Creek; that he 
bad found an old Spanish coin and an English 
shiWling near it, also some old-fashioned won 
hooks. He also said that he had offered Fur- 
man Martin, the owner of the salt meadow in 
which the creek was situated, $30u for the 
land, which was not worth }00. Martin re- 
fused the offer. 

‘Can we see the wreck now?” was asked.

On the way to New Brunswick Furman 
Martin, the owner of the salt meadows, was 
s2en. 

‘It is true,’’? said Mr. Martin, who was 
seated in his carriage, “that_a Spanish coin 
and an English shilling were found near that 
wreck. It is also true that Mr. Callard offer- 
éd me $300 for the land, which I refused. He 
and James M. Drake of Metuchen wanted te 
start and dig the old vessel out vesterday, of- 
fering to share the ‘find’ with me. This pro- 
position [ also refused. I think it probable 
thatitis either Capt. Kidd’s vessel, or one 
probably overtwo hundred years old. My 
father, whois living, saysthe place where 
that wreck is was forty feet from water fiftv 
years ago. This isthe way we happened to 
discover it: a dredging machine was working 
near the mouth of the creek aout a year AZO, 
and the water consequently washed with 
more force against the bank near the creek, 
finally revealing, at low tide, the stern frame 
of an old-fashioned vessel, shaped something 
like asloop. It is probably forty feet long, 
andthe best partof it is under the solid 
meadow land. 

“The way I account for it lying under the 
meadow land is this: Two creeks, from one 
source, originally flowed into the Raritan, 
where Walker’s Creek is now. This old ves- 
se] was sunk at the mouth of the other creek, 
and, forming a bar, caused the water to run 
solely into Walker’s Creek. The earth grad- 
ually accummulated over the vessel, until the 
recent dredving caused its reappearance. I 
think | shall organize a company end begin 
excavations as soon as possible.

Busy Steamships. 
From a New York Letter. 

Down at the docks, where so many thou- 
sands from the Old World are settine foot in 
the New every week, the scene just nowis a 
wonderfully busy one. The arrivals in April 
almost touched 60,000, and for the present 
month they will probably foot up 75,000, 
Kvery day the streetsin the neighborhood of 
the docks swarm with new comers of all na- 
tionalitics, the throng sometimes Leing so 
ereat that it is difficult to work through 
them. The various steamship limes are 
tuxcd to their utmost to carry 
all the emigrants app!ving for passage. 
All the foreign ports are reported crowded 
with people facing towards America, and all 


the roads leading tothem are thronged by 
mudititudes eager asthey toget across the 


sea. Immigration alone will add half a mill- 
ion to the population of the country this vear. 
The ships that go out are socrowded inthe 
cabin as those that come in arein the steer- 
age. Kveryv berth is taken long before the 
ships areready toleave. It is estimated that 
not less than $30,000,000 of American money 
will be spentin Europe by tourists, for one 
purpose or another, inthe next six months. 
But we need noteo mp!ainaboutthat. The im- 
migrants we get from Eurepe are worth fifty 
times the money that Amei oms spend there.

The bootblacks were busy all day discussing 
their}Union and the probable end of the split 
in their ranks. Peg-Leg Jerry andjYorkey Pete 
bave been marshaling their forces against 
each other for several days, but Jerry suc- 
cumbed yesterday to amore powerful foe and 
is now an inmate of the City Hospital. 
Success made Jerry rash. Rash- 
ness caused him to annihilate too 
much whisky, and the consequence 
wasthatthe ‘‘King’’ is now undergoing the 
experiences of bis first spell of delirum tre- 
mens. - All his followers have flocked over to 
‘‘Pete,’’ who is becomingly modest in 
his hour ot triumph. He was 
around to-day in a new suit of clothes, 
and was full of plans for the saccess of the 
Union. : 

‘‘fpin’t got nothin agin Jerry,’’ he said.

But with the majority of the members 
ladostrongly object to the colored boootblacks 
being allowed to invade our territory and 
make shines (as most certainly they would 
co if ullowed to become mem- 
bers at the present incipient 
stage of Our proceedings) fora nickel or less. 
The colored bootblacks, at present, are al- 
lowed witbout interference from the whites to 
shine and to sell newspapers in some of the 
best business portions of the city, such-as 
Washington avenue, Morgan and adjoining 
sticets. Afterthey are sufficiently instructed 
and made to understand and aypreciate our 
motives, we willthen glad!y admit them into 
our ranks. The League intends to have 
badges made for the bovs, which they will 
wear on their breasts that all good citizers 
may know us—and tnese 1 hope to see the col- 
ored boys wear on an eurly day with us, J in- 
tend to ¢éall upon his lHlonor the 
Mavor to-day to assare him that 
our intentions are pacifie—that no 
city Crdinance will be violated by us, but that 
we arein earnest and determined to accom, 
plish our end. The League further requests me 
to ask the Mayor to become our treasurer,and 
to accord the same rights enjoyed by our fel- 
low ¢itizens, one of which is to hold public 
meetings for the purpose of making known our 
wrones and explaing our intentions.

THE SOUTHERN STREET LINE, 
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Decatur Street Cannet be Used by the New 
Company. 

Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision 
upon the motion of the South St. Louis Street 
Railroad Company to dissolve the injunction 
obtained a few weeks since by the Union 
Depot Company (Gravois Road Line) restrain: 
ing the use of the Decatur street track. Thisis 
likewise accepted on both sides as aconclusive 
ruling of the Circuit Court upon all the merits 
ofthe controversy concerning the use of the 
tra *. The validity of ordinance 10824 is con- 
sidered and the court assuines that under the 
present city charter the municipality bas as 
full control over street railroad companies in 
their relation to the streets asthe Legislature 
under ordinary circumstances. In view of the 
great weight ol authority the track 
superstructure of the Union Depot Company is 
private property, notwithstanding its public 
jocation, in such a sense that it canuot befused 
by grant of the Legislature to another corpor- 
ation ‘* Without compensation being made by 
the old company.’’ Ordinance 10824 does not 
prescribe any lawtul mode of ascertaining such 
compensation except by agreement of the 
parties andtothbat. extentitisinvalid. The 
existivg order of injunction. against the South 
st. Louis Company is continued, the court 
having no discretion to order otherwise, The 
south St. Louis Company cannot occupy the 
Decatur Street track, and the court rules 
umong other reasons that the threat of the 
south st.Louis Company toenter upon the track 
and ieave the Union Depot Company to a rem- 
edy by actzon for damages would lead to a 
muitiplicity of suits and an unseemly conflict 
which the Court should prevent tothe extent 
of its power. Unless an appeal is taken by 
the south St. Louis Company, there 
would appear to be no .way of op: 
erating a continuous track to Sixth 
und Market streefs except by constructing a 
line on some street south of Decatur street, 
and this course will probabie be acopted.
